L/OKWIEK RECOVERS. 


Senator Lorimer appeared to have 


recovered from the weakened condi- 
tion in which his vigorous speech yes- 
terday had left him. 
He continued 


through a spirited denunciation of his 
enemies- with energy. 
Those oDposed 


to him declared his fight a futile one 
and that the final vote would show a 
substantial majority against him. His 
friends, grave and silent, for the most 
part made no predictions. 
Senator Lorimer took up the criti- 


cisms made by Senator Reed in his 
speech yesterday on Lorlmer's contri- 
bution of 510,000 to the defense of 
Lee O'Neil Browne, charged with brib- 
ing White. He declared he had con- 
tributed to Browne's defense because

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Jibe Ruef and Dr. Pardee. 


In the last installment of Abe Ruef's confessions, recollec- 


tions, or whatever one chooses to call them, printed in yesterday's 
San Francisco Bulletin, the ex-boss details some of his experiences 
with George C. Pardee. What he says is interesting. In a prev- 
ious chapter, Ruef related how he and Schmitz had endeavored to 
.tern the tide in San Francisco against Pardee when he was run- 
ling for Governor against Franklin K. Lane. In the late.< in- 
stallment he tells of Pardee's lively appreciation of the assistance 
Schmitz and Ruef had given him, also of the promises Pardee 
nade to the pair while the campaign was in progress. 


"Pardee promised the mayor (Schmitz) his official support, 


recognition and friendship if elected," says Ruef. "He and his 
managers also assured me that our valuable services would be 
recognized and reciprocated to the fullest extent. 


"Herrin also asked me to help Pardee in his candidacy. I threw 


myself with vigor into the fight in San Francisco. I found it ex- 
iremely difficult work, but we made some impression. We cer- 
tainly held in line more than enough votes to have changed the 
eventual result in the State. Aside from the meetings which we 
arranged and the vigorous and forcible nature of whjch I have 
described, I organized committees, sent for workers, and addressed 
audiences in Pardee's behalf. I was asked to be active at the 
headquarters in the Palace Hotel, and during the campaign was 
in frequent conference both with Pardee and his campaign man- 
ager, Charles H. Spear. John C. Lynch, Herrin's confidential 
political man, was'of ten in attendance at conference. 
* 
* 
* 


"His gratitude was great. He authorized me to express it for 


him, 
also to Mayor Schmitz. During the campaign Herrin had 


contributed a large sum of money to the campaign expenses of 
Pardee. While at the headquarters I had myself seen some of it 
paid in by his representative. The Governor-elect invited me to 
' call at his residence in Oakland, to discuss political matters. 
I 


visited him at his home by appointment on a holiday just before 


; his induction into office. 
It was either Thanksgiving day or 


: Christmas—probably the latter." 


Ruef then goes on to relate how cordial and thankful Par- 


i dee was. "I owe you and the Mayor an everlasting obligation," 
.. Ruef says Pardee told him. "You may draw on me at will." Then 
they proceeded to talk business. It was raining when Ruef de- 
parted from the Pardee home, and the doctor courteously loaned 
the boss his gold-headed umbrella, which Ruef naively says he re-! 
turned next day. What transpired during the conversation is 


. told in this -way: 


"I said: 'Governor, there is nothing you can give me per- 


sonally. But you will have a great deal of patronage to dispose 
of in San Francisco—places on the harbor front and others—and 


• in giving them out we would like to have you remember us.' 


[ 
" *You can depend upon that,' said the Governor. 'I will con- 


: suit you on the San Francisco patronage. I'll help you out down 
: there. That's in accordance with our talks and my wishes. Run 
" up to Sacramento and see me about it whenever you can.' I ex- 
" plained to the Governor the position of the Labor party, how I 


i thought it could be made to affiliate with the Republican rather 
than with the Democratic party, and why it should do so. I told 
the Governor that I seldom went to the capitol, but that I could 
. communicate with him otherwise just as well, which was perfectly 
? agreeable, and the Governor told me that I could write to him, or 


• communicate through Charley Spear, who, he informed me, would 
' be appointed Harbor Commissioner, and who was 'a friend of 


'. both of us.' 
^ 


"The conversation turned to other men who had aided in the 


campaign. The Governor severely criticized some whom he called 
pretenders, who were now putting in claims to recognition and 
political reward but in the time of battle were skulkers, or even 


; traitors. His whiskers bristled as he spoke of them. 


"Of a sudden the Governor said: 'What do you think of 


Herrin? Was he straight in this fight?' 


"I answered that I certainly thought so; that while we had 


. not done much politics together, he had personally asked me to 
aid, and I knew that he had contributed money to the campaign. 


, I had seen a considerable amount of it paid into the headquarters 
; myself. 
. 
"Pardee said: 'I had an idea that he was not loyal in this fight.' 
"I told him that I had heard that the railroad was at first 


inactive, but that I had seen evidences of its interest throughout 
the campaign. Herrin's personal representatives were at head- 
quarters daily. The orders were certainly out in the last days of 


; the fight to get behind Pardee. Spear certainly knew of it, be- 
:' cause he was in close touch. The Governor said he wanted to 


know about the matter because of the requests that would be 
made of him and the attitude he should assume. He seemed glad 
to have the information which I gave him. We talked of many 
other things. We went over the question of patronage again 
As the hour drew nigh for the last train to leave for San Fran- 
cisco I arose to go. The Governor accompanied me to the door. 
His last words at the door were: 


" 'Remember, Abe, the word "welcome" is always on the mat 


for you, both here and in SacramentV>.' 


"This interview was the germ of the Santa Cruz convention 


four years after, which led to the complete betrayal of the Union 
.uaixa pttily Lu uie SuuLliuin Pacific." 


This last statement probably leads up to the reason why Par- 


dee failed in his efforts to make an alliance with Ruef and Schmitz 
at Santa Cruz four years later, when he was a candidate for re- 
election. The public is familiar with the story of the famous in- 
terview between Pardee and Ruef on the veranda of the Sea 
Beach hotel on the eve of the Republican State Convention; also 
with its abortive result, but neither party has ever told—to the 
public, at least—what was said during the conference between 
the Governor and the boss. Doubtless there will be considerable 
variance between the versions, provided the doctor will give his

He takes exactly the opposite \ievr tu 


that advanced by a judge In the Quaker 
City, who decided that the Issue was en- 
tirely one to bo decided by the parents 
of the afflicted little one. 
Expounding his 


viaws. Dr. Spitzka says: 


Parents should not be permitted 
to 


prevent an operation upon a child when 
that op»:iaUon Is absa'utoly essential :o 
the child's good. 
If a conference of sur- 


geons finds It possible to correct some 
physical deformity by an operation, then 
no parent should be permitted to step 
In and prevent that child from having ;it 
least a normal chance to compete with 
the rest of mankind. 


The good or the community should he 


considered first, and laws should be so 
made that the. parents must be forced to 
hand over the child for an operation at 
the hands of competent experts when it is 
deemed iieceasary to have an operation. 


This Is the cold-blooded scientific view, 


as opposed to the purely human view of 
the parents, who shrink from the pain 
and danger that the child, suppositions^. 


would be subjected to In the course of th* 
needed operatiqn.

public good—which, in this case, means 
the child's good—should he first consid- 
ered, lie maintains that this should have 
precedence over any views that the pa- 
rcnlb might *n:ert.iin or any shrlnlvinga 
thai ttejr might u-i-1.

slow to adopt the doctor's idens. In fact, 
if he \veio forced to hand over his owiu 
child for an operation at the behest oa| 
a board a:' c'.uctors of, s.iv, an opposing 
medical school, Tie would bo very likely to 
protest most vigorously. 


Nevertheless, there Is merit in the view 


he assumes, callous as it may seem. 
Needless to cripple a child, to dwarf its 
brain or handicap its body by refusal to 
take advantaRe of the utmost that medical 
Knowledge can offer is hardly short of 
criminal. 


It Is well to remember, however, that 


the parent, as a general rule, is even 
more anxious to lift the cloud from tha 
darkened brain or straighten out tha crip- 
pled limbs than ever the- medical 
man

Hero Is the 
story 
told by

Somehow I 
lost 


money. I don't know exactly why, but 
I did. Then tha 'shadow man,' as you 
call him, entered the traffic. 
He has 


amassed a larga fortune. 


"It would take hours for me to explain 


all the details of the methods used by the 
smugglers. In China -there are agents of 
big Pacific Coast firms and merchants 
who need cheap labor to work In their 
gardens and fields. These agents super- 
intend the assembling and shipping of 
healthy Chinese coolies 
Into Ensenada, 


Mexico. 
Whv, they arrive there under 


cover of darkness and In the daytime, 
too, by the boatload. Here other agents 
'ako them In hand aiid they are mustered 
into tho twenty or more Chinese rooming 
houses operated by these agents. 


"Although the 
coolies 
all 
try 
for 


speedy 
transportation 
to 
the 
United 


States via the Pacific Coast, they 
are 


not permitted to leave until they 
are 


penniless. 
Then they aro banded to- 


gether In groups of ten, fifteen or twenty, 
usually, and prepared for transportation 
to the United States. Before they leave 
they are made to sign contracts that they 
will work out tho cost of transportation 
to the United States In labor for a certain 
firm or merchant. I'll explain this con- 
tract later. 
The Chinese virtually sell 


themselves into slavery.

out of San Pedro, Long Beach and San 
Diego are 
notified.

Ensenada and land at points designated 
by signal lights.

MERCHANTS PAY FEE. 


"Upon arrival In 
San Francisco 
the 


smuggling coolie becomes the 
property 


of tho merchant or firm who Imported 
him. He Is charged according to condi- 
tions existing In the traffic. 
If the 


Immigration men are on the alert and 
tho 
trip 
Is dangerous 
the 
price IB 


usually $850. 
If conditions 
are favor- 


able for the trip tho prlco Is $400 or 
$600. This is paid by the firm or mer- 
chant purchasing the Chinese. 


"Under the contract the 
coolies re- 


ceive J1.60 a day for services In 
the 


gardens oC tliu mcucliiuiU or firm. 


"The ono dollar he keepa and 
the 


other fifty cent 
go toward paying 
oft 


his Indebtedness to his 
employer, or 


owner, as he really Is. In almost every 
case this mean* life 
slavery, 
as 
the 


Chinese Is not sufficiently educated 
to 


keep truck of tha money he pays to 
his employer. 
You can readily see the 


great profits to be made In both tho 
smuggling and the purchasing of 
the 


coolies. It Is practically all profit. And 
It's slavery, I tell yon."

Harps Further on His Defeat 


in Editorial Contributed

NEW 
YORK, 
Julj> 13. — Theodore 


Roosevelt further discusses the seating 
of contested delegations in the Republi- 
can national convention at Chicago in 
an editorial entitled "Thou Shalt Not 
Steal." which appears In tho current Is- 
sue of the Outlook. 
He says in part: 


"The American people are entitled to 


know that the charge of stealing the 
Chicago convention of 1912 is more than 
campaign recrimination and 
that 
ths 


frauds 
complained of are 
much mora 


serious than the mere repetition of loose 
practices which might have found unfor- 
tunate precedents in some previous con- 
ventions of both parties. 


"Seriously 
and 
literally. 
President 


Taft's renomination was stolen for him 
from the American people.and the ratifi- 
cation or rejection of that nomination 
raises the critical issue whethsr votes or 
fraud shall determine the selection of 
American Presidents. 
'President Talt was renominated by a 
majority of barely 21 votes and two of 
these were publicly raped at the last 
moment from Massachusetts. 
If, there- 
fore, more than 19 or 21 of his votes 
were demonstrably fraudulent, sUl claim 
to an honest majority disappears. 
The 
demonstration can be made as to many 
more than this number without touching 
on a single honestly debatable case. 


CONSIDERS FOUR CASES. 


"It Is sufficient to consider only 
the 
four confessedly indefensible 
cases 
of 
California, 
Arizona, 
Washington 
and 
Texas, which alone wipe out the mar- 
gin. All that could be added from the 
other cases would 
only increase 
the 
Roosevelt majority of the honest con- 
vention. 
But I wish It distinctly under- 
stood that many of these other cases 
were as clear as the California easy it- 
self.'Three of these cases were a direct 
assault on the right of the people to j 
elect their own delegates at primaries, | 
since in 
tiiam 
<L fen 
sol/re politicians , 
decided that the voters as a. whole had 
no right themselves to 
decided 
whom 
they wished to see nominated. 
In the 
California case the delegates to the na- 
tional convention were elected by direct 
vote at State-wide preferential primaries. 
The national committee first, and then 
the national Republican convention nul- 
lied the State law and. therefore, by 
Inference, all State primary laws. 
"In Arizona and Washington the con- 
trol of ths State conventions depended 
on which of two rival delegates were 
seated from certain counties, the one set 
elected by the Republican voters at pri- 
maries regularly called, and the other 
set arbitrarily appointed by bolting mi- 
nnritle>! nf hnth committees 
The Ptat" 
committees in each case seated the ap- 
pointed delegates, and the national com- 
mittee approved that action. 


NOMINATED 'BY 21. 


"President Ta.it was nominated by 21 
votes—or by 19, if the two from Massa- 
chusetts are omitted which were counted 
only by the extraordinary ruling of Chair- 
man Root that when a delegate answers 
'present and not voting1 his alternate 
shall be called to vote, always provided 
that alternate IB a Taft man and the 
delegate a Roosevelt man. 
"The 
case^g here discussed cover In 
their narrowest application, 
30 votes— 
California 2, Arizona 6, Washington 14 
and Texas at large S. The change of 
these 30 votes would have defeated Taft; 
the/ would have reversed all the im- 
portant fcctiona of the' convention. Sev- 
eral of the district cases from Texas are 
Involved in ths same ruling as that which 
waa made in the case of the delegatei 
at large, and are quite as flagrant. 
"I have merely cited a few cases, so 
conspicuous that the facts cannot be 
truthfully d'aputed, and sufficient 
in 
number to show by actual figure! that 
the nomination of Mr. Taft could not 
have been procured except by their in- 
clusion. 


"STOLE NEEDED VOTES." 


"The men responsible for the theft of 
the delegates In question, cared not one 


I rap for the rights or wrongs of any of 
| th« cases. 
They were concerned only 


I with getting the 
requisite number of 


i delegate*. 
They did steal as many as 
were needed; they would have stolen M 
many more as might have been needed. 
"No free people can afford to submit 
to government by theft. 
If tho will of 
the people It defeated by fraud, then the 
people do not rule. 
If those who are 
thus foisted on them represent the spe- 
cial interests instead of the people, then 
tho interests and not the people rule. 
When the people are denied their only 
thoroughly efficient Toipon. the direct 
primary, against this usurpation as was 
done by the ruling in 
the 
California 
cane, then under the system thuc es- 
tablished the people cannot rule. 
The 
only remedy Is to break from the iy«- 
tern. 
"The same arbitrary powers have been 
conferred on the national committee that 


i were exercised this time, and that com- 
mittee, which is to act in 1016 is al- 


I ready elected. 
It 15 composed of men, 
'the majority of whom, under the lead 
of one of their number, Mr. Barnes, have 
already ohown by their votes In the con- 
vention that the/ sre prepared to repeat 
ir. 191G the usurrTiUon of 1D12. 
"If the American people are really fit 
for self-government they will Instantly 
take up the challenge which a knot of 
political conspirators havf. so Insolently 
thrown down.

ALAMEDA, July 12 — Whether or not 


the net earnings of the Alameda muni- 
cipal electric light plant are to be used 
to help keep down 
tax rate In this city 
Is a question that will 
probably 
be 


brought up at a meeting of the city 
council before many days have passed. 
According to the report of the depart- 
ment of electricity, the plant will have 
a nat earning power this year of SJ0.400, 
out of which it will turn Into the gen- 
eral fund 
onl> enough money to take 


care of the Interest and redemption of 
the electric bonds. 
At the 
municipal election 
held last 
year, the people of the city voted for an 
amendment of Article 9, Chapter 1, Sqc- 
tlon 8 of the city charter, which makes 
the provision as follows-

fund, which fund shall be drawn on 
only by ordei of the board of elec-

pense of lighting the public streets 
and buildings 
the council shall 


apportion an amount 
adequate 
to 
meet such expense 
at 
the 
rates 


fixed theiefor. and the money so ap- 
portioned shall be paid Into the gen- 
eral fund. 
Thereaiter such moneys 
'shall be subject only to tiansfer into 
the electric fund upon monthly de- 
mands to be presented by the board 
of electricity in the same manner as 
other demands, and to be based upon 
service rendered or supplies furnished 
to the various departments

year will amount to 520,400, but the city 
will have to pay to the plant $20,000 an- 
nually for street lighting.
